ordered the statue photographed. It remains in 
the storage room, lying on its side.

MUSICIANS ARRESTED FOR BEING AUDIBLE 

The Hamptons Police Department Music Code 
Enforcement Unit carried out a sweep last 
weekend spot-checking local restaurants and 
bars that feature live music. “It is established 
in the code that musicians are indeed allowed 
to play in certain locations,” says Hamptons 
Police spokesman Larry Hirsch. “But under no 
circumstances may amplifiers be used in such 
music performances, because then the music

becomes audible to many people, and that’s 
what the code is trying to prevent.” Hirsch 
reports that, while. many venues were in 
compliance, with performers completely 
inaudible over the din of patrons, initial 
investigations proved that in several restaurants 
and bars where live musicians were playing the 
music was clearly audible, as evidenced by 
the fact that officers themselves could hear 
the music being played and by the fact that 
several patrons seemed to be attending to and 
even enjoying the music. Apparently, officers 
even encountered dancing in a few locations. 
“When officers did find audible live music, the 
second step was to check and see if amplifiers 
were in use,” Hirsch says. “One telltale sign of 


amplification is a microphone. Because, unless’ 


it’s just a prop, a microphone is a transducer 
that converts sound waves into electrical 
signals that then require, yes, amplification 
before being sent to a speaker or speakers to be

converted back into sound waves.” Hirsch says | 
that amplification can take numerous other 
forms, but usually results in sounds becoming 
more audible. “It’s one of the principal reasons 
for using an amplifier,”. says Hirsch. During 
the sweep, after determining that in fact 
amplifiers were in use in several locations, 
officers arrested the offending musicians and 
took them into custody. Several members of | 
the public pointed out to the police that many 
restaurants and bars play recorded music over 
sound systems—a situation that also requires 
amplification and tends to result in audible 
music—and they wondered if there wasn’t a 
double standard at play. Hirsch did not take the 
bait, however. “Look, these places are free to 
feature live music, but we don’t want to hear it. 
No amplifiers.” 


HAMPTONS POLICE PLAN LIGHTER 2018 

After reporting new statistics that showed 
skyrocketing arrest rates for most types of 
crime over the course of 2017, the Hamptons 
Police announced that in 2018 they plan to 
“chill a little bit.” “You have to realize, it’s not 
just the arrest,” says police spokesman Larry 
Hirsch. “Afterwards, there’s paperwork, court 
dates, testimony—it’s endless. We have to step 
back and consider whether it’s all worth it.” 
According to Hirsch, the police have planned 
a department-wide retreat to Acapulco in late 
January “to reassess this whole crime-fighting 
thing. There’s got to be more to life!” #&

The Hamptons Was Very Different When I First Arrived Here

thought it might be of interest to tell you 

what the Hamptons was like in the 1950s. 
I arrived here in 1955. I was 15 years old at 
the time and I came here because my dad, a 
pharmacist, bought the drugstore in Montauk 
and, in doing so, brought the family out here 
from Millburn, New Jersey, the suburb where | 
grew up. I'd never been here before. 

I finished high school, college and grad school 
away from the Hamptons. So for the first nine 
years, | knew it only in the summertime. I 
started Dan’s Papers in Montauk in 1960. Soon 
after that, I was here year-round. 

The long, four—mile stretch of Napeague Strip 


back then was barren of trees. You could see 


the ocean and the bay along it, almost the whole 
way as you came out for the summer. When you 
dropped down onto it from the higher ground at 
Amagansett, you knew right away Montauk was 
another place. There was a breeze, a dampness 
in the air, and the temperature was immediately 
five degrees cooler than in the Hamptons. 

There were also dozens of giant billboards 
on the Napeague Stretch. All of the billboards 
were right at the start of the strip after the 
drop-down. They advertised fishing boats, 
restaurants, motels and bars. After the blizzard 
of them, it was barren of all human habitation 
all the way out to the Lobster Roll, which was 
there then and still there today. 

Besides Napeague, long vistas could be seen 


in many places over long fields and ponds in 
the Hamptons. There were very few trees. You 
could see the ocean from almost anywhere. _ 

Cars had tailfins in the 1950s. The cars 
were often painted in bright colors, sometimes 
in two tones, to accent the chrome. The cars 
had whitewall tires. Many belched smoke. 
There were no seatbelts. When you dropped 
down onto the strip, the AM radio stations in 
the car turned to static. There was no New York 
radio further on. (And no FM). All you got was 
New England. 

We had black-and-white TV in Millburn, all 
the stations from 2 to 13. (There was no cable.) 
In the Hamptons, there were three channels, 
all from New England. There was a CBS TV on 
Channel 8 from Providence, Rhode Island, and 
two NBC stations, both from Connecticut, at 
Channel 3 and 12. 

I have a strong memory of a TV commercial 
for Railroad Salvage, a lumberyard in a town in 
Connecticut. It was played over and over. We 
watched the local news in New England every 
day, which was really strange. 

Gosman’s Dock in Montauk was a simple 
clam bar shack out at the jetties, a single 
building about 20 x 30. Mary and Bob ran it. 
Fishing boats docked at Gosman’s. There was 
a weighing station. Gosman’s was not the huge 
complex it later was to become. 

On Sundays, all the stores in the Hamptons 
were closed for church. The towns were as 
quiet as a mouse. 


Almost all of the motels in downtown 
Montauk, 30 of them, were built between 
1950 and 1959. Montauk therefore was a brand- 
new, shiny motel resort town for fishermen and 
their families when we got there. 

East Hampton Main Street was lined on both 
sides with giant elm trees that overarched the 
road and kept Main Street in shade all summer. 
(The long block coming down Woods Lane to 
the pond is sheltered by this sort of magnificent 
elm tree. The ones on Main Street died of Dutch 
elm disease in the 1980s. The new elms are 
disease resistant but much smaller.) 

What is now London Jewelers in East 
Hampton was then the American Legion Hall. 
Large numbers of veterans were home from the 
wars on the East End. Every town had a Legion 
hall or VFW Hall. 

In East Hampton, the police station was on 
the south side of Newtown Lane then, in the 
store that is today The Monogram Shop. There 
were two gas pumps on the sidewalk out front, 
where the police cars could gas up. And there 
was a lock-up in the back in an “evidence” room. 
I know. I spent an afternoon in it. Another story. 

Across Newtown Lane was the post office, 
nearby to Sam’s. Across the way, where 
Cittanuova is now, was a Chinese restaurant 
called Lyons. 


There was no IGA in Montauk. My 
mother shopped at Bohack’s, the only 
supermarket in East Hampton. It was 
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same building that houses Citarella today. 

The population of Montauk consisted of about 
900 year-round people. Almost all were fishing 
boat captains and mates, bar owners, merchants 
and a few resort motel and restaurant owners 
and workers. 

The Montauk Manor, high on the hill in 
Montauk, was a thriving hotel in the 1950s, on 
the order of a Catskills hotel. A shuttle bus took 
guests from the hotel to the Montauk Surf Club, 
which had an Olympic-size swimming pool and 
cabanas along a 300-foot boardwalk. The Surf 
Club is all washed away now. 

The bar The Sloppy Tuna was, back then, a 
laundry for the linens from all the motels in 
1955. Imagine that. An oceanfront commercial 
laundry (probably dumping the chemicals into 
the sea at the time.) 

There were no curbs or sidewalks or street 
furniture in downtown Montauk then. You just 
pulled your car up and parked at an angle 
in front of the store you wanted to go into. 
Occasionally, people on horseback rode to 
town. They tied up to telephone poles. 

There were no celebrities in Montauk or 
in the Hamptons back then other than from 
the Broadway crowd (Edward Albee, Marvin 
Hamlisch, Richard Adler). Marilyn Monroe and 
Arthur Miller had famously rented a cottage 
in Amagansett at Beach Hampton during the 
summers of 1951 and 1952. They were away 
from it all in the dunes. 

The first year I was here, there were still 
steam engines hauling the Long Island Rail 


Road trains. They puffed smoke and chuffed 
through town. They had fancy Pullman parlor 
cars with porters. 

The Long Island Expressway did not exist 
in 1955. They had begun building it through 
Queens at the time but that was all. To get 
to the Hamptons took four-and-a-half hours 
by car, not because of traffic but because the 
roads were two lanes and you went through 
almost every town along the way—Patchogue, 
Riverhead, Moriches, Eastport, Westhampton 
Beach, Quogue, etc. Patchogue had a big 
billboard when you came to it—PATCHOGUE: 
BIGGEST SHOPPING CENTER ON LONG ISLAND. 

Smelly little duck farms backed right up to 
the Montauk Highway in many places in the 
Hamptons where the ponds came up to the 
road. They were in Eastport, Mecox, Flanders, 
etc. You could get out of your car and go over 
to the chicken wire fences enclosing them and 
throw bread crumbs at the ducks. You could 
also buy a freshly killed duck in the little retail 
shops there. 

Bridgehampton was a farm town entirely 
surrounded by potato fields back then. There 
were six gas stations in town. Farm equipment 
could be repaired at any one of them. On warm 
summer days, you often saw black migrants from 
the South in filthy clothes sunning themselves 
on Main Street, talking to one another and 
drinking Thunderbird from inside paper bags 
they clutched. They looked happy and relaxed 
on their days off'from harvesting the potato 
crop. Their temporary summer homes were 


primitive barracks on the farms. No electricity 
or running water. The migrants were brought 
up from places like North Carolina in yellow 
school busses in the spring and sent back down 
in the fall. The migrants, as a rule, did not go 
into white-owned stores or restaurants. 

The potato and vegetable farmers, all white, 
would congregate every morning at the Candy 
Kitchen to have coffee and talk about the price 
of potatoes before going to work. Most of them 
were from Poland, others were descendants of 
first family settlers in the area. 

Nobody spoke Spanish in the Hamptons then. 
There may have been a few Hispanic people but 
not many more than, say, folks from Norway. 

The Ladies Village Improvement Society 
watered the flowers and gardens in downtown 
East Hampton. They were in charge of public 
order in the town, proper dress and seeing that 
all stores closed on Sunday. Members of the 
LVIS were descendants of the early settlers. 

In the summer there were two big “do’s.” A 
fundraiser for the Hospital and a fundraiser for 
Guild Hall. 

If 900 people lived year-round in Montauk, 
about 2,000 lived in Amagansett and East 
Hampton. Many worked for the wealthy WASP 
community that came out from New York City 
in the summertime to their mansions down at 
the beach. 

When giant fish were caught plishare 
Montauk, word of it was radioed to shore 
and people would come down to the jetty 
to welcome the arriving (Continued on page 20)

Forgetfulness, the Montauketts and The New York Times

ast month, I wrote a story about Governor 

Cuomo vetoing a bill that would have 
granted state recognition to the Montaukett 
Tribe. The tribe has a long, tragic history of 
trying to co-exist with the white settlers and, in 
1917, was declared defunct by a court. 

In writing this story, | had to gather a great 
many facts from different sources. I used Google 
to do this and found references about Stephen 
Talkhouse—one of the tribal members, who 
died in 1879; about Wyandanch, the chief of 
the tribe when the white man came; about the 
Shinnecock Indians, a neighboring tribe; and 
about Arthur Benson, a Brooklyn millionaire 
who, in the year Talkhouse died, bought all of 
Montauk and paid each Montaukett a certain 
sum to move, which they did. 

I should note that with Google, we journalists 
can appear to be as smart as any scholar. We 
are not, of course. But the references make us 
appear so. 


One reference to Arthur Benson about his 
1879 purchase came from The New York Times. 
And that is what I want to write about here. 

The article in The Times, published in its 
NY REGION section, said, among other things, 
that Arthur Benson had offered money to each 
Montaukett Indian on the Montauk peninsula 
to move off because he wanted the place free 
of human habitation so that he and his family 
and friends could go hunting and fishing. The 
amount he paid each of them was $80. With this 
money, they could purchase a one-way train 
ticket to the Oneonta Reservation in upstate 
New York or to a place where Montauketts lived 
in Wisconsin. That seemed to be the end of the 
Montaukett Tribe, which, in 1917, was officially 
declared defunct. 

Anyway, the amount paid, $80, was a different 
amount than what a different source’s article 
about Arthur Benson reported. But $80 was a 
lot of money in those days. The other source, a 
pamphlet, said it was $10. 

Since there was a discrepancy, | decided 


The New York Times was probably more 
accurate. So I went with $80. 

Now, at this point, I should tell you how my 
articles are fact checked before they go into 
Dan’s Papers. We have hired a professional 
freelance fact checker, who works by the hour 
reading what I write. To prepare my articles 
to be e-mailed to him, I cut and paste the 
computer links to my research at the bottom of 
my articles. Usually within 24 hours, the FC (as 
we Call him) returns my story with challenges 
about facts in red capital letters. I then have to 
either find a new link to show it is correct, or | 
have to reword the story. After that, it goes into 
the paper. 

Now, for the story in question, FC had only 
one comment. I had written $80. Hadn’t I meant 
$10? He’d found the amount elsewhere and it 
was $10. 

I went back to The New York Times story and 
read it more carefully. He’d had that link, too. 
The author says $80. Who wrote that story, 
anyway? I read it down (Continued on next page) 
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to the end, and there it listed the author of the 
piece. It was me. 

And that’s pretty funny. How had I learned it 
was $80? 

Ha. This is like looking in a mirror in a 
mirror in a mirror. Because someone must 
have told me $80 back when I wrote the Times 
story and I believed it—I didn’t use Google 
then. This seems to completely destroy the 
credibility of our system for getting everything 
right. Furthermore, right at the top of The 
New York Times article on Google is a warning 
from the Times. It says that this article is for 
your personal, noncommercial use only. So I 
am apparently forbidden to write again about 
what I wrote then, even though I wrote it. So I 
shouldn’t even be writing about it now. 

More complications. 

Now here I have to say I have no recollection 
of writing this story for The New York Times. 
Maybe | did and forgot? Who forgets writing an 
article for The New York Times? And it is not 
even in my style. I write in a breezy style. This 
is in a pinched, dry New York Times style, with 
my name on it. 

Furthermore, I write for Dan’s Papers. And 
now it occurred to me that perhaps | initially 
wrote this for Dan’s Papers, and then somehow 
The Times got hold of it, either asked my 
permission or didn’t, rewrote it, put my name 
on it, and published it there. 

This I could find out. The article in The Times 
appeared on March 6, 1991. I searched through 
my files, both online and in all the back issues 
of Dan’s Papers that fill my library, and found 
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that I had written the article on February 9, 1991 
(that’s the date I saved it on the computer), 
and published it in Dan’s Papers on February 
16. Then, re-written, it got reprinted in The New 
York Times on March 6. 

Here’s an example from my article as it 
appeared on February 16, followed by a dry, 
re-written account, nearly word for word, in The 
New York Times on March 6. 

In Dan’s Papers in February: 

“Arthur Benson was a wealthy New Yorker 
who lived in the middle of the 19th century. 
His name is well known to most Montaukers 
because in 1879, he bought the place, all of 
Montauk, from Lighthouse to Amagansett, on 
the steps of the Brooklyn Federal Courthouse in 
an auction held in August of that year.” 

In The New York Times in March: 

“Arthur Benson was indeed a New York 
Industrialist who lived in the 19th century. 
In the summer of 1879, he read about a 
huge tract of land, 16 miles long, that a 
group Called the Proprietors of Montauk were 
selling at auction on the steps of the Brooklyn 
Federal Courthouse.” 

There is another 
two stories. 

In the Dan’s Papers story, | am taking to task 
a professor of history at Stony Brook University 
named Gaynell Stone, who curated a museum 
exhibit of Montaukett artifacts at the beginning 
of January 1991 at Guild Hall in East Hampton. 

The show opened. | went. In a part of the 
exhibit, Stone wrote about the awful Arthur 
Benson, who bought Montauk in 1879 and

then put in streets and houses and 
developed the place through his corporation, 
the Montauk Improvement Company. 

Stone is confused, | wrote in my story for 
Dan’s Papers after seeing the exhibit. Benson 
died half a century before the creation of the 
Montauk Improvement Company. Benson never 
developed Montauk—he just hunted, camped 
and fished on it. It wasn’t developed until a 
developer created the Montauk Improvement 
Company in 1926 to put in houses, roads, stores 
and resort hotels. The man who did that was 
Carl Fisher. 

The article in The New York Times says it 
is written by me, an alert reader of The Times, 
taking The Times to task for repeating in 
an earlier Times _ story what Stone 
inaccurately said at the exhibit about Benson 
developing Montauk. 

LOCAL PUBLISHER DEFENDS FOUNDER OF 
MONTAUK The Times article is headlined. That 
is not my headline. And Benson is not a founder - 
of Montauk. 

“As the publisher of a local East End 
newspaper,” it begins (this is not what | wrote), 
“I take offense at the recent coverage in The New 
York Times about the Indian Artifact exhibit at 
Guild Hall” and I go on to correct The New York 
Times for having quoted the inaccurate Stone. 
Now, with my having pointed out The Times’ 
inaccuracy, they are repenting. 

If The Times looks into this today and finds 
I approved of all of this and was even paid for 
it but forgot, I shall have to write still another 
article, fully fact-checked, of course.

Twitter Makes New Rules & Who Is Behind Weather Disasters?

witter has become the first of the 

-social media outlets to install rules 
forbidding certain bad behavior. One hopes 
that Facebook and other social media will soon 
follow. These rules are badly needed to halt 
the slide into anger and hatred that permeates 
America today. The Twitter rules went into 

effect around December 15. 

_ Twitter is now prohibiting abusive tweets and 
abusive comments about others through their 
user names or profiles. And they will suspend 
accounts connected with “organizations that 
use or promote violence against civilians 
to further their causes.” They will also ban 
anything they consider “abusive content.” 

Users are also_ prohibited from 
posting images that might be considered 
hateful—unless the user marks the post as 
“Sensitive Material.” 

The punishment for violating these rules is 
brilliant. A user who breaks these rules can 
have his account removed. 

Although Twitter will not tell you which 
accounts have been shut, people have already 
noticed several organizations and individuals 
gone. Separately, there have been organizations 
and individuals who have stepped forward to 
declare themselves banned. 

According to The Chicago Tribune, among 
those accounts gone is that of Jared Taylor, 
along with his associated accounts New Century 
Foundation and his online publication. His 
groups raise money to benefit “the white race.” 


He appealed and was swiftly reconsidered. His 


ban stands. He believes it is permanent. 

An account called Britain First was banned, 
as were the accounts of its leaders Paul 
Golding and Jayda Fransen. They had posted 


‘videos that supposedly (but falsely) showed 


Muslims engaged in acts of violence. They were 
also arrested in Belfast for what The Tribune 
reported as “stirring up hatred.” 
Others suspended were Michael Hill, president 
of the League of the South, who espouses white 


supremacy, and Brad Griffin, who heads up - 


Occidental Dissent. 

I do believe this new change at Twitter is a 
cautionary tale for the President of the United 
States. He has built a vast following from 
postings based on hatred and abuse. I suspect 
if he keeps it up, he will suffer the same fate 
as the others. As they say, even the rich and 
famous put their pants on one leg at a time 
every morning. 

On .the other hand, now there is a 
second announcement from Twitter that 
seems particularly to refer to sitting Presidents 
of the United States. It gives Donald and other 
world leaders a pass. They can abuse whomever 
they want. 

“Blocking a world leader from Twitter or 
removing their controversial Tweets, would 
hide important information people should be 
able to see and debate” it says. 

This sounds good, but it is baloney. The whole 
point is for people, including the president, to 
keep their ABUSIVE, RACIST inner 10-year-old 
to themselves. 

JUST US? 
The government has just announced that, 


during this past year, the total cost of cleaning 
up all the weather catastrophes in America 
will be $306 billion. This is 10° times what 
this amount has historically averaged.

I’ve seen sharks lashed to the 
side of a boat that were almost as big as the 
boat itself. My dad had a 58-pound striped 
bass stuffed and mounted over the pharmacy 
window in the back of the store.

I had a rich uncle who entertained the idea of 
buying four vacant acres on Lily Pond Lane for 
$35,000 in the 1950s. He decided against it. 

The value of homes was related directly 
to the price they could be rented for. 
Calculate the annual rent it brought in, multiply 
times 10 and that was the price it could be sold 
for. This was the rule almost everywhere back 
then, except in the estate section. Homes were 
for shelter only. 

A group of perhaps 400 baymen and blue 
collar workers lived in small houses along 
several streets in Springs back then. They were 
called Bonackers and spoke English with a 
peculiar accent all their own. They clammed, 
surf-casted and tended lobster pots in the 
bays and harbors and pretty much kept to 
themselves. A few remain today. Many have 
sold their homes for a million dollars and 
moved on. 

The Shinnecock Indian reservation to the 
west of downtown Southampton had signs at 
every road leading into it that read PRIVATE 
PROPERTY KEEP OUT. They kept to themselves. 

Southampton Village enforced proper dress 
codes by village ordinance. Shorts had to cover 
between halfway from the hip to the knee. 
Shirts had to cover up breasts (to above the 
aureole—look it up). These laws remain on the 
books today but are not enforced.

Are you familiar with the big three-story white 
clapboard Chequit Inn on Shelter Island? There 
were two big hotels like that in the Hamptons, 
for the guests of the wealthy who came to visit. 
One was in East Hampton at the beach and was 
called The Sea Spray Inn. It stood where the Sea 
Spray cottages are today. The Inn burned down 
around 1980. The other was the Irving, which 
was located on Hill Street in Southampton. That 
burned down too, around 1985. 

Sag Harbor was a run-down factory town in 
1955. There was almost no active tourism. All 
the cute little whaling homes on Garden Street 
and elsewhere were mostly abandoned with 
broken windows, etc. Four factories in town 
employed blue-collar workers. The men wore 
hard hats and carried lunch pails. They made 
watchcases, gas caps and other devices. There 
was a noon whistle. There were two bars with 
sawdust on the floor, where the locals came 
to get drunk. They’d get into bar fights or get 
thrown out. The bars were the Black Buoy and 
the Sandbar. 

There were many famous artists and 
writers living in hideaways in the woods of both 
East Hampton and Southampton. Willem de 
Kooning was here. Author John Steinbeck lived 
in Sag Harbor. All were here to be left alone, and 
they were. 

Car dealerships were in the downtowns 
of Amagansett, East Hampton, Sag Harbor, 
Bridgehampton and Southampton. 

The largest employer on Long Island back 
then was Grumman. They built fighter planes 
for the Navy and tested them very noisily over 


National affairs were far away from the 
Hamptons in those years. We listened or 
watched the news on TV for half an hour at 
the end of the day. During the day we lived our 
local lives. 

There were no street numbers in 1955, except 
in a few places. There were also no area codes 
on the black rotary phones we had then. We 
had prefixes. So in Montauk, which a few years 
before we got there had phone numbers with 
just four digits, now had to have the town 
codes. They were MOntauk 8 (which is 668), 
EAst Hampton 4 (which is 324) and SAg Harbor 
5 (which is 725), and so on. For calling people 
far away, you dialed the operator and had her 
connect you. There were charges for this long 
distance service to, for example, New York 
City. Area codes and zip codes came in around 
1955 and 1965, respectively. 

General Dwight Eisenhower was President of 
the United States. 

The East Hampton Airport Terminal consisted 
of a farmer’s old chicken coop pushed up 
against a World War I barracks building at the 
side of the runway. 

You could drive to any beach and park at any 
location in the Hamptons, except at somebody’s 
property, without a beach sticker. 

There were no wineries. 

There was a traffic light in the center of town 
in Southampton and another in the center of 
town in East Hampton. That was it. 

On Sundays, a hound dog could fall 
asleep on the white line in the center of 
Main Street and go undisturbed in almost any 
town in the Hamptons. &&

33 years. Can you 
discuss how important 
arts programming is in 
schools today? 

It’s indisputable. The 
research proves __ that 
children who participate 
in the arts are inspired and 
have improved learning in 
other subjects. Yet, sadly, 
in some school districts 
and at the government 
level, arts education cuts 
can be the first thing 
considered if there are 
budgetary issues. It’s such 
a shame. Arts programs 
are a lifeline for so many 
students. 

As an arts educator, what advice do you give 
to aspiring artists? 

I would say to find a way to keep the passion 
for art and/or the performing arts in your life. 
Surround yourself with people who feel the 
same way. No one can ever take away your 
passion for these. I was a high school music 
teacher for many years and have seen the power 
of the arts on students’ lives. It’s so gratifying 
to have former students greet me with smiles, 
hugs and “I sang in choir at college.”

Outiet Beatle:

eorge Harrison, the lead guitarist of The 

Beatles, would have turned 75 in February, 
and to commemorate that fact, some outstanding 
local musicians have banded together to play a night 
of Harrison’s most-loved songs. Included on the 
concert will be many of the great Harrison-penned 
songs originally recorded by The Beatles—favorites 
like “While My Guitar Gently Weeps,” “Something” 
and “Here Comes the Sun”—as well as selections 
from Harrison’s solo material—gems like “My Sweet 
Lord,” “Give Me Love” and “What Is Life.” The concert 
will debut on Friday, February 2 at the Patchogue 
Theater, and will then be repeated on Friday and 
Saturday, February 9 and 10 at Bay Street Theater 
in Sag Harbor. On these special nights, audiences 
will experience the unique and varied output of the 
so-called “quiet Beatle” in all of its glory. 

It’s a dream come true for East Hampton’s Jeff 
Levitt, who will be playing lead guitar on the concerts. 
“The Beatles were and are my favorite band, and 
Harrison was and is my favorite Beatle,” Levitt says. 
An annual tradition has developed among local 
musicians of presenting evenings of Beatles music in 
February, and it was Levitt who made the suggestion 
to repurpose this year’s concerts to pay tribute to 
Harrison. “I thought, it would have been his 75th 
birthday—how about we honor his legacy?” The rest 
of the musicians jumped at the chance to dive into 
what might be considered an overlooked repertoire. 

Of course Harrison’s music can only be considered 


“overlooked” if you compare it to the celebrated 
music of his more-prolific band mates John Lennon 
and Paul McCartney—just as Harrison was the “quiet 
Beatle” because he was first introduced alongside his 
boisterous and witty fellow Beatles. The fact is, even 
as the quiet Beatle, Harrison is far from overlooked— 
he had and has his own substantial fan base, people 
who appreciate his distinctive songwriting style and 
prefer the sincere, spiritual character of his lyrics. 

And yet it seems that musicians seldom pull out 
Harrison’s deeper cuts in concert, which is a big 
oversight. Because in his songs, according to Levitt, 
“Harrison’s unique melodic beauty always stood 
out.” And Harrison’s thoughtful lyrics can also carry 
tremendous meaning. Think of songs like “Beware of 
Darkness,” from Harrison’s tour de force solo album 
All Things Must Pass, a song that combines a haunting 
melody with a number of earnest warnings—to 
beware of “soft-shoe shufflers,” to beware of “greedy 
leaders.” Ring a bell? This song will be a highlight of 
the concerts. 

Harrison was a brilliant guitarist as well, bringing 
his melodic sense to his solos and having, an 
exceptionally keen interest in guitar tone. In fact, in 
order to do justice to Harrison’s guitar-tone palette, 
during the concerts Levitt will switch between at 
least six different guitars. Among these, of course, 
will be a Rickenbacker 12-string electric, a Harrison 
trademark. “In 1964, Rickenbacker gave Harrison 
the prototype,” Levitt says of the now-classic 
model. “He created that craze.” The shimmery- 
jangly tone of the 12-string Rick is indispensible

on Harrison tunes like “If 1 Needed Someone.” 

Levitt will also be in charge of recreating Harrison’s 
very personal style of playing slide guitar, as heard 
on such standouts as “My Sweet Lord” and “Give 
Me Love.” “It’s an amazing thing,” says Levitt of 
Harrison’s slide playing. “Two notes and you know 
it’s George!” 

Luckily, you’ll have more than two notes to figure 
it out, as the band will unspool around 24 classic 
Harrison tunes, Joining Levitt onstage will be a who’s 
who of local talent, veterans of the annual Beatles 
tribute shows: Michael Schiano, Mick Hargreaves, 
Fred Gilde, Dan Koontz, Joe Lauro, Howard Silverman 
and Dave Giacone. So choose your town, choose your 
night, and come and wish George a happy 75th!

EGGPLANT LASAGNA 
Serves 6 


Special equipment: lasagna pan; heavy-duty foil 


Ingredients: 

24 oz. jar of your favorite spaghetti sauce 
9 lasagna noodles, uncooked 

1/2 oz. dried mushrooms, such as porcini 
8 oz. thinly sliced mozzarella or provolone 
1/4 cup water 

1-pound pkg. of frozen Italian-style breaded 
eggplant cutlets 


For tofu “ricotta:” 
1 14 oz. package of extra-firm tofu, drained and 
broken into four chunks 


in place of this tofu mixture— _ 


3 cloves roasted garlic 

1 tablespoon olive oil 

1 teaspoon each of dried 
oregano; dried basil; ground 
Atlantic kelp (or 1/4 teaspoon 
fine sea salt); vinegar 

1/8 teaspoon ground nutmeg 


For the topping: 

1/3 cup breadcrumbs 

1 tablespoon grated Parmesan 
1 teaspoon dried parsley 

1/2 teaspoon ground black 
pepper 


Directions: 

Preheat oven to 375°. 

Mix all of the tofu ricotta 
ingredients together in a food 
processor until they are of 
uniform consistency. 

Cover the bottom of the baking 
pan with a half cup of the spaghetti sauce. 


Place 3 lasagna noodles lengthwise over the sauce. 


Sprinkle noodles with mushrooms. 

Dollop noodles with “ricotta” mixture. 

Top all with 1/2 cup of spaghetti sauce. 

Layer in 3 more lasagna noodles. 

Place half of mozzarella over noodles. 

Dollop noodles with remaining ricotta mixture. 
Cover with 1/2 cup of sauce. 

Layer in last 3 noodles. 


No need to precook lasagna noodles! Enjoy. 


Layer in last of mozzarella. 

Coat noodles and cheese with 
1 cup of spaghetti sauce. 

Place 1/4 cup of water in 
the sauce jar, cover with lid 
and shake to gather last of sauce 
in jar.

Place frozen eggplant cutlets 
on top of lasagna.

After two years of 
reigning supreme as the most expensive 
ZIP code in America on Property Shark’s annual 
rankings, Sagaponack has endured a_ painful 
slide on the list. And congratulations to perpetual 
bridesmaid Atherton, California (94015), which is 
now on top with a median sales price of $4.95 million. 
We will note that even that is behind Atherton’s 


$5.9 million median from two years ago. Number 
two on the ZIP code list is 10013, which includes 
New York’s Tribeca, and number three is 33109, 
Miami Beach.
